(lpuld the history ol the Assoviation st New
York, or the one at Boston, or at Philadel-
phis, or Chicago, be tully written, the commu-
nity wonld be surprised ut the results of the
labora of these Christing young men. For
example, the New York Association hus been
in exisience for fifteen yeurs, and besides the
restilt of previous years, during the lnst two
great work has been accomplished for the
moral, socinl, and gpiritusl weifare of the young
men and of others in that great city.,

According to thelr report, they sustain a
Bible cluss for young men, ten religions
weekly services, besides five weekly mectings
amoung the Germans, They issued five thou-
sund oirculars to the elergy of their own
and adjourning States, wreing them to
turnisi young men tomng to the city
with letfers of introduction 1o them. They
ul=o meerted advertisements in the various re
ligious papers, calling the attention of persons
residing ont ot town to the objects of the asso-
ciation, and asking them to send the nawmes of
any young men they desired to have visited and
hrought under relierous induence, These
measares  bave resulted In immenge good.
Young men bave oeeu visited, with the most
cheering results.  Multitudes have brought
letters trom the country, nnd been aseigncd to
wood boarding places, and placed 1o good buosi-
nees situstions,  The Chairman of the Employ-
ment Committee (W, . Lee, Esq.) devotes a
V"ﬂ of every day to this good work, and 1t has
wecome g most important ngency for the mer-
chant as well 6s the elerk,
chiwnts make applieation
morsl and Cheistinn youug men, and he
furnishes them, Thus the interest of the mer:
chunt s awakened in the associution, ard tne
young men are it once brought under the best
aocial and religions intuences,  Duoring the past
vear hundreds of young men have thus been
placed 1o good situntions. These men have
come from eyvery part of the United States and

come within thentucnce of {ts power. h%o
depirtment of eity evangoelization this asso-
gintion Is dolng an immense work, Ta this de-
ariment they are most offective und sucoess(ul.

The report adds, “As the medum through
which to reach the nearly 100,000 of' oar popu-
lation who peither attend church nor the Spb-
bath School, we tecl that no other instrimen-
tlity could take fts place, In
relief to the destitute and sick, the Assoeintion
expended $22,000, an increase of about $8000
over the previous year, Last year they visited
more than hall the families in the whole city.
Such facts as these are certainiy most eloguent
advoeates of the noble institution,”

The Washimgton Association desires to build a
building through which they may reach the
20,00 young men and women in that city, a
very large portion of whom are nat under
Christina lnfluences.

The BuolMlo Assoviation employs a elty mis-
slonary and sustping two ord thvee large and
flourishing Mission Sanbuth Schools, in which
there have been 4 number of hoperul converts,
The Montreal Association reports thus:—
“Our general mssion work-—that |s, visiting
from house to house, the hospitals, jails, and
other institutions—is kept up with varying
sucecss, Smee our lust report our mizsionaries
haye made about five thousand five hundred
visits, that is, abouot fifteen per day. The our-
ratks und all the vessels in the burbor are regu-
larly visited. About forty of our young men

in cottage meetings iu different parts of our
city, with satisfuciory results, A day prayer-
meeting and two Subbath evening prayer-meet-
ings are held in che most thickly inhabited parts
